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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendment filed on 3/21/05 has been entered. Accordingly, claims 1- 
6 have been amended. Application is in condition for allowance. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
amendment has placed this application in condition for allowance. 

Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a lamp 
structure having a first and a second sockets alternately and juxtaposedly integrated 
with one another and the first socket is positioned slightly higher than the second socket 
and each socket having an upper rim, a bottom hole and a pair of insertion grooves in 
opposing inner walls. The gang lamp structure as set forth in claim 1 was not found in 
the prior art. Claim 4 is allowed because being depended on claim 1. 

Claim 2 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a lamp 
structure having a first, a second and a third sockets alternately and juxtaposedly 
integrated with each other, each socket having a pair of insertion grooves in opposing 
inner walls, wherein the second socket is positioned slightly outward and higher than 
the first and third socket as set forth in claim 2. 

Claim 3 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a lamp 
structure having a first, a second and a third sockets alternately and juxtaposedly 
integrated with each other, each socket having a pair of insertion grooves in opposing 
inner walls, wherein the second socket is positioned slightly outward and higher than 
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the first and third socket as set forth in claim 3. Claim 5 is allowed because being 
depended on claim 3. 

Claim 6 is allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a lamp 
structure having a first and a second sockets alternately and juxtaposedly integrated 
with one another and each having an upper rim, a bottom hole and a pair of insertion 
grooves in opposing inner walls, wherein the first socket is positioned slightly higher 
than the second socket as set forth in claim 6.
